Japs Seize the Heights. 

“On the evening of Aug. 24 the Japanese, 
having repulsed our outposts, occupied the 
heights to the southeast of Liandiansian and 
proceeded “to construct earthworks and in- 
trenchments on the heights. : 

“ at 5:45 a. m. Aug. 25 one of the enemy's 
batteries opened fire on the village of Kofynt- 
se. A Russian battery returned the fire suc- 
cessfully, notwithstanding the considerable 
distance of the Japanese guns, and silenced 
the latter, compelling the gunners to take to 
cover. 
- “ Since the morning of Aug. 25 a force of 
the enemy consisting of one brigade of in- 
fantry, with four batteries, has marched 
through the Sundakhya valley and repulsed

battery, apparently suffering heavy loss, and

Silencing Jap Guns. 

‘ow: the morning of Aug. 25 the enemy 
Rhee in position two batteries in front 
of Liandiansian and bombarded our advance 
post position.

Four teries were seen to be 
concentrated between Kaminsa and Katassi. 


Drive Japs Away. 

“ About 2 o'clock in the afternoon a Japa- 
nese mountain battery which was advancing 
along a ridge towards Tassintun was held up 
by the fire of our guns and was prevented 
from occupying the position held by another 
battery which was silenced after suffering 
heavy loss. ‘ 

“ At 3 in the afternoon large bodies of the 
enemy were observed constructing intrench- 
ments on the heights south of Sanpu, and at 
4 o'clock a Japanese mountain battery ap- 
peared on the heights west of Kaminsa, but 
was obliged to retire. 

“At 5p. m. a Japanese force of at least 
two divisions of infantry was advancing 
against the Russian positions at Liandians- 
fan. 
“ Further reports of the engagement have 
not yet been received.”’ 


DETAILS OF THE FIGHTING. 

KANTZERTUN (seven miles southeast of 
Liaoyang), Aug. 26.—Contrary to the expec- 
tations of the Russians the Japanese are be- 
ginming to advance along the whole line 
of the Russian eastern front. On the morn- 
ing of Aug. 24 there was a rifie skirmish, and 
the next day the Japanese artillery opened 


- fire. On both days the firing ceased at dusk, 


and the small energy displayed by the Japan- 
ese might have been taken to indicate that 
it was merely a demonstration or a recon- 


naissance in force. On the morning of the | 


26th, however, the rifle and artillery fire was 
renewed with an energy that left no doubt 
that a severe battle was intended. 


Russians Hold Firm. | 
The Japanese pushed their attack against 
the Russian right flank and center, concen- 
trating their fire upon the first battery of the 
third brigade. Three officers and several 


_™men were wounded early in the day, but the 


battery held its position and replied to the

3 Hot as at Vafangow. 

At 2 o'clock in the afternoon the artillery 
fire became as hot as it was at Vafangow, 
but it fluctuated considerably, and occasion- 
ally the Russian fire almost silenced that of 
the Japanese. Rain fell in torrents at ¢ 
o'clock, but it did not stop the fighting, and 
late in the evening several Russian compa- 
nies moved forward to the attack. ' 

It is not yet possible to state definitely 
the result of the battle, but it is claimed 
that.the Russians were successful. 


PREPARE FOR GREAT BATTLE. 


LIAOYANG, Aug. 24 [delayed].—Accord: 


irg to the best information obtainable the 
Japanese are preparing for a desperate at- 
tack on Liaoyang, in which, the Chinese say, 
they are confident of suctess. Siege guns 
have been sent from Yinkow to Tatchekiao, 
intended for use against Gen. Kouropatkin’s 
positions. | 

A curious indication at these positions of 
the methodical preparation for a big battle 
is the fact that 10,000 wooden boxes, in which 
it is intended to place the ashes of the killed 
who are to be cremated on the battlefield, 
have been delivered in the neighborhood of 
Liaoyang, and that 800 Chinese have been 
engaged to burn the bodies of those who may 
be killed. 


THREE FORTS ARE NO. 5. | 

CHEFOO, Aug. 26, 3 p. m.—A Russian who 
has an intimate knowledge of the Port Ar- 
thur fortifications explains that there are 
three forts known as No. 5. This accounts 
for the various and conflicting reports re- 
garding fighting at No. 5. Two batteries on 
the left wing bear this number, as does also 
a strong fort to the left of Etseshan fort.

RUSSIA’S DEFEAT 
SEEN IN FRANCE. 


General Known Throughout 
Europe Declares Japan Will 
~ Win in Struggle. 


URGES CZAR TO PEACE. 


Kaiser Said to Be Ready to Offer 
Mediation—Mikado to Keep 
Port Arthur. — 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) — 
(Copyright: 1004: By the New York Herald.) 
PARIS, Aug. 26.—A military man high in 

rank, whose reputation is worldwide, and 
whose personal relations with the best of- 


ficers of the armies of other nations, has 


given him an intimate knowledge and ex- 
perience in the affairs of Europe, Asia, and 
America, has given his impressions of the 
actual state of the campaign and its probable 
termination. He sees little hope for the suc- 
cess of Russian arms. . 

A patriot before everything, a sympathizer 
with Russia, as much from conviction as 
from sentiment, this eminent authority has 
declared that he must bow before the evi- 
dence of facts which establish, according 
to his view, the astonishing superiority of 
the Japanese in point of organization, equip- 
ment, instruction, staff capacity, generals, 
the utilization of ground in artillery work, 
arms, and in tactics. ; 


Says Port Is Doomed. 

According to this officer the issue of the 
campaign is only too certain. In spite of 
the heroism of its defenders, the fall of Port 
Arthur is only. a question of days. Gen. 
Keuropatkin, owing to the physical impossi- 
bility of breaking through the formidable 
barrier which the three Japanese armies 
make from the east to the south opposing 
him, dare not trust to a gemeral decisive 

If he is attacked, as already announced, he 
will find safety only In an orderly retreat car- 
ried out toward the north. wee 

As for the Russian fleet, its best elements 
are or are about to be destroyed. The Baltic 
fleet, composed of ships of various inferior 
types to those of the mikado, can be con- 
sidered for the moment as a negligible quan- 
tity. It is even doubtful whether it can ever 
reach the Yellow sea. 

Will Kaiser Urge Peace? 

“This situation is of the gravest conse- 
quencg tqgtour great, ally. It is important 
to consider it without delay in the general 
interest of Europe. It is the German em- 
peror,’’ continues the general, “‘ who tomor- 
row may be expected to make an appeal to 
the high sentiment of the young and mag- 
nanimous emperor of Russia, to his clear 
comprehension, and to his true duties as 
the ‘father of his people.’ The kaiser flat- 
ters himself that the moment has arrived 
when he may offer his good offices as a medi- 
ator. . 

“ The defense of Port Arthur will become 
historic and may be considered to rival the 
most heroic feats of war. The glory of the 
brave men who are shut up there, on sea 
as on land, is recorded. The supreme valor 
of the Russians indeed has gained general 
admiration.

“ The regiments took turns in the trenches. 
Part of the garrison was always resting.

JAP VERSION OF THE DEFEAT OF 


THE RUSSIAN WARSHIP. 


Big Cruiser Chitose Remains Outside 
the Strait Of Sakhalien Harbor 
While the Smaller Tsushima Goes 
In and Engages the Enemy Alone— 
Czar’s Ship Makes a Desperate Ef- 
fort to Escape, but Fails, and Is Ran 


on the Beach. 


TOKIO, Aug. 26.—The following account 
,of the destruction of the Russian cruiser No- 
vik at Karsakovsk, Sakhalen island, on Aug. 
20 and 21, by the Japanese protected cruisers 
Tsushima and Chitose, has been received 
from an officer who-.was on board the T'su- 

-**TIt was about twenty nrinutes before 8 on 
_the morning of Friday, Aug. 19, that we re- 
ceived a report that the Novik had been 
sighted from Atoeya lighthouse, on Chi 
island. The Tsushima and Chitose immedi- 
ately headed for Soya (La Perouse) strait at 
full speed. 

“The Chitose watched the strait, while 
the Tsushima went in search of the enemy. 


tived off Korsakovsk Saturday afternoon. 
We sighted a three funneled ship inside the 
harbor. Our spirits ran high. You can jm- 
agine how we felt on board the Tsushima. 
We gradually approached the harbor and 
discovered that the Novik was preparing to 
come out. The Novik was headed to the 
southward, and evidently planned to escape 
through Soya strait. We placed ourselves 
in a position to prevent an escape, maneu~- 


enemy. 

“Finally, at half past 4 o'clock, the two 
vessels came close together. We were or- 
’ dered to fire, and our whole port broadside 


was poured against the enemy. The Novik | 


responded immediately. It was used to fight- 
ing with torpedo boat destroyers off Port 
Arthur, and the skill developed in these en- 
gagements was now directed against us. 
Shells from the Novik came so close that 
those of us who were exposed were in great 
danger. 
“In the meantime we hit the enemy twice 
and it took fire. The Novik quickly changed 
its course and headed to the northward, back 
into Korsakovsk harbor. We followed it. 
Suddenly a shell from the enemy struck the 
water and ricocheted against our starboard 
side, near the coal bunkers. We began to 
leak, but temporary repairs were effected 
scon and the fighting continued for one hour 
longer; coming to an end at half past 5. Itis 
remarkable that we escaped serious injury 
while the Novik was so badly damaged. ~ 
“We watched during that night. The 
next morning, Sunday, the Chitose steamed 
into the harbor and found the Novik beached 
and listed ten degrees to port. The upper 
works aft were awash. When the Novik’s 
crew discovered the Chitose they hurriedly 
took to their boats and launched and landed. 
Korsakovsk seemed to be deserted. The 
houses Were closed and no people were visi- 
ble. It is probable that the town has been 
abandoned. The Chitose fired into the hull 


of the Novik and completely disabled it. ,

POLICE FIGHT RIOTERS 


_Avernfae and Chase Driver for Two 
Blocks—Then Begin on Rig, and 
‘Squad Comes—Union Men in East 
Chicago, Ind., Set Fire to Vehicle— 
Clash on Car. | 


Rioters yesterday afternoon atacked an ex- 
press wagon loaded with alleged “ unfair ” 
meat at Fifth avenue and Harrison street, 
stoned the driver, and pursued him with 
jeers and threats for two blocks. The police 
were cajled from the Harrison street station 


wrecking the wagon. The driver escaped 
the mob, and his name was not learned. 
James Gallagher, said to have been a leader 
in the demonstration, was arrested. » 
When the police arrived they found the 
street crowded from curb to curb with strike 
sympathizers. The abandoned wagon was 
at the merey of the rioters. The police 
charged repeatedly and 
dispersing the crowd. 


Burn Wagon in East Chicago. 

Another meat wagon was burned in the 
main street of East Chicago in the evening 
by a mob of. union men. Henry Huduski,:a 
butcher from Indiana Harbor, Ind., was 
hauling a supply of meat from the depot of 
Swift & Co. Oneof the wagon springs broke, 
and while Huduski was searching for an- 
other wagon.the crowd of unionists gathered, 
overturned the wagon, scattered the meat 
and then set fire to the pile. The fire depart- 
ment was cealied out and extinguished the 
flames.

BREAKS FROM A JAIL CELL.

| WZETELLY'S LFE.OF EMILE ZOLA, | 


NEWS AND REVIEWS. 


ONE OF THE OLD FRENCH mn

HE “ LIFE OF EMILE ZO nov. 
elist and reformer,” by h friend, 
Ernest Alfred Vizetelly, be be pub- 
lished early next week by) Mr. John 
Lane. This book, Mr. Vizetelly tells 

us, is “an attempt to chronicle the chief 
incidents in the life of the late Emile Zola, 
and to set out the various aims he had in 
view at different periods of a career which 
was one of the most strenuous the modern 
world has known.” 

Zola’s private life is gone into, and there 
are letters published, there are illustrations, 
and, in fact, there is little that; Mri Vize- 
telly has left unsaid. The struggles of au- 
thors to get on in the world would almost 
seem to be harder than those of any other 
class of men. Poetsand garrets are intimate- 
ly associated in our minds. For a long time 
Zola earned but 2 francs a day, and yet he 
aspired to be a poet, and it was not until later 
in life that he decided to be a novelist. Mr. 
Vizetelly tells us that many of the incidents 
in “‘ The Confessions of Claude”’ are auto- 
biographical. *‘ At the same time,” he says,

As the winter of 1861 approached, Zola’s ; 


poverty became terrible. It was then, as he 
afterwards told Guy de Maupassant, that 
he lived for days together on a little bread, 
which, in Provencal fashion, he dipped in 
oil; that he set himself to catch sparrows 
‘from his window, roasting them ona curtain 
rod; and that he “‘ played the Arab,” remain- 
ing indoors for a week at a time, draped in a 
coverlet, because he had no garments to wear. 
Not only did he himself starve, but the girl 
who shared his poverty starved with him; 
and Paul Alexis and Maupassant and 
** Claude’s Confession ’’ relate how, at one 
moment of desperation, on a bitter wirter 
evening, after an unbroken fast of thirty- 
six hours, he took off his coat on the Place 
due Pantheon and bade his tearful compan- 
ion carry it to the pawnshop. 

But the years of privation were coming to. 
anend. At theclose of 1861 an eminent medi- 
cal man, Dr. Boudet of the Academy of 
Medicine, gave Zola a letter of recommenda- 
tion to M. Louis Machette, the founder of the 
well known publishing house. Zola called 
at the firm's offices, but, for the time, he could 
only obtain a promise of the first suitable 
vacancy. ‘‘ Meantime, Dr. Boudet, moved by 
the sight of his pitiable poverty, came to his 
help in an ingenious manner. On the occa- 
sion of a new year the Parisians of the more 
prosperous Classes invariably exchange visit- 
ing cards, and the doctor asked Zola to dis- 
tribute those which he intended for his 
friends. At the same time the worthy saci- 
entist slipped a 20 franc piece into the young 
man’s hand as remuneration for his trouble. 


Soon after the new year, however, Zola was 
taken into the Hachette establishment on a 
salary of 100 francs a month, an average 
of 64 cents aday. It was drudgery, and Zola, 
who had been living a life of independent | 
poverty, found set tasks hard. 

As Zola gained fame and money by his 
books his circle of friends was increased. He 
knew most of the authors of his time, among 
them Flaubert, who gave a monthly dinner 
which he called “ the dinner of the hissed 
authors.”” ‘“* He himself had been hissed for 
his play, ‘Le Candidat,’ Zola had encoun- 
tered a similar ex ence with ‘ Therese 
Raquin,’ Alphonse/Daudet with ‘ L’Arlesi- 
enne,’ and Edmond de Goncourt with ‘ Hen- 
riette Marechal.’ Tourgeneff, also, was ad- 
mitted to the company on the strength of his 
assertion that he had been hissed in Russia; 
but, according to Daudet, when Emile de

“ After the Dreyfus affair not only Zola but 
his writings lost popularity. In 1897 his in- 
come was between $30,000 and $40,000. In 
1898, the year of ‘ J’accuse,’ it was not more 
than a third ofthatfigure. Hesold the seria] 
rights of ‘ Fecondite’ to L’ Aurore for about 
half the amount he had been receiving for 
his works from other journals previous to’the 
affair; and it was not published as a volume 
till late in 1899, in which year, also, his in- 
come remained a low one. Indeed, it never 
rese again to its former figure. His book, 
* Travail,’ was only a demi-success from the 
pecuniary standpoint.”

For this is re- 
quired one chicken, dressed as for boiling, 


stew pan with one and a half pints of broth 
and some spices tied in a bit of muslin. 
These spices may consist of two cloves, an 
inch stick of cinnamon, two dozen carda- 
mons, and half a teaspoon each of coriander 
seed, mace, and allspice, quantity and combi- 
nations regulated to taste. Cook these with 


quarter pound of butter tn a frying pan with 
one sliced onion, one dozen raisins, and some 


In the butter remaining fry the ricea light 
bftown. Strain off the butter, and by de- 
grees add broth until the rice is tender, then 
‘put it with the chicken and cook until it fs 
nearly dry. Remove the spices and serve the 
fowl smothered in the rice, garnished with 
the fried raisins and almonds, and, if liked, 
some hard: bolled eggs and crisp slices of 
bacon. 

CHICKEN AND DUMPLINGS. — Mix 
spices, raising, salt, and butter through some 
partly boiled rice, and with it dress the 
chicken; then wrap it in a dough rolled pret- 
ty thick and boil it in a prate (not too tight)
